THE KING CAN DO NO WRONG. 


Neither Can He Ever Die. According to 
British Law. 
It Is a curious point of British law 
th at th e king never dies. or, to put it 
in an o th er way. it would be useless for 
any barrister to arg ue that the ruler s 
predecessors have really died, since the 
utm ost the law will adm it Is th at there 
m ay lie n "dem ise of th e crow n." m ean ­ 
ing. of course, simply that there has 
been a tran sfer of the royal authority 
from one person to another. 
It is a m axim th a t “the king can do 
no w rong," and under the law 
he 
would not be beld personally responsi 
Lie for any crime or "tort" th at he 
chose to comm it at any time. 
At any 
rate, w e are assured by high constitu­ 
tional authorities th at the law should 
actually and literally be so construed 
and th at the statu tes hold th a t any In 
Jury his m ajesty might indict upon a 
subject m ust be ascribed to the king's 
advisers.
